A TERRIBLE TUMBLE. 
Wotai Collapse of the Western Portion of 
Simmons Hardware Company’s Mam- 
moth Store in St. Louls—A Terrible Tan- 
gle of Debris and Merchandise—No Cas- 
ualties. 


8t. Louis, July 26.—The large force of 





clerk who reported for duty this morn- | 


irg at the retail department of the Sim- 
mons 
Ninth and Washington avenue, 
to work in the ruins of the western end 
of the establishment, which collapsed 
shortly after nine o’clock last night. 
‘Private Watchman T. R. Pullen made a 
xqund of the stores and found everything 
in good shape.. He returned to the en- 
trance of the offices of the wholesale de- 
department ten minutes past nine o’clock, 
when he heard a premonitory crack, fol- 
lowed by a succession of crashes which 
shook the adjacent building and startled 
the neighbofhood as_ the entire inside ot 
the great structure sunk down, letting 
the twinkle of the stars above in upon the 


conglomerate mass piled up in the cellar | 


below, and reaching to where the second 
story floor had been. 

From the doors and windows of the 
first floor a torrent of shovels, coal hods, 
baby carriages, clothes baskets, sleighs, 
ice saws and toys tumbled out across 
the sidewalk and roadway of Washington 
avenue, while a cascade of fish baskets, 
rods, bicycle fittings, household articles 
of utility and ornament fell from the up- 
per casements and lost itself in the mass 
of debris below. With each successive 
crash a cloud of dust and lime rose, en- 
veloping the building. An alarm of 
fire was turned on from’ box 
No. 46, which brought the Fire 
Department and Salvage Corps to the 
scene with large additions to the crowd 
of spectators already attracted by 
the crash. No signs of fire were dis- 
covered, but it was soon found necessary 
to cut off the supply of gas which flowed 
into the wrecked building from the pipes 
that had been snapped in che collapse. 
The cut-offs were discovered with dif- 
ficulty. This danger removed, nothing 
remained for the flre department to do, 
and the engines accordingly retired. By 
this time the dust had cleared away and 
an investigation was made by the Salvage 
Corps and the force of the Chemical en- 
gine, aided by the calcium lights. 

It was found that the floors and roof, 
the full width of the building and extend- 
ing back about sixty teet towards St. 
Charles street, had fallen to the base- 
ment, the building is owned by Mr. 
Thomas E. Tutt, of the Third National 
Bank, and was erected three years ago, 
occupying the western half of the block 
bounded by Ninth, Tenth, St. Charles 
streets and Washington avenue. The 
western portion of the building, a six- 
story red brick structure, is occupied by 
the Hamilton-Brown Shoe Company. 
Although under the same roof the eastern 
portion oi the building is completely cut 
off from the portion occupied by 
Hamilton, Brown & Co., by a fire wall, 
and is annexed to the retail department 
of the Simmons Hardware Store. 

The full extent of the damage was not 
known until this morning. All the stock 
of the front portion of the store was 
heaped in an inextricable pile, while the 
rear portion of the building was un- 
disturbed. The wrecked portion looked 
like a shaft into which the debris had 
been thrown. The girders and joists 
were taken completely from their rests in 
the walls. Between the first floor and 
the top of the walls in the front portion 
of the building not a trace of a support 
is attached to any of the three walls. At 
the fourth floor the front wall bulged out 
fullya foot. The bricks of the central 
column were displaced fully an inch and 
a half. One-half the arch of the east 
front window of this floor was also 
pushed out of line. A crack on the west 
side of the column gave the two upper 
stories of the front wall an appearance 
of insecurity. 

Deputy Commnssioner of Buildings 
Barron inspected the building this morn- 
ing and at once served written notice of 
condemnation on the wrecked portion, 
directing the owner to take dowu or se- 
cure the front wall. The fire wall on the 
west side, and the main wall on the east 
side are apparently secure though possi- 
bly they have been somewhat weakened 
by the bricks having been torn out by the 
joists. 

At the ofticcs of the Simmons Hard- 
ware Company no estimate could be 
formed of the extent of the loss on stock. 
Mr. Kimbali said that this would not be 
known until the debris was cleared away. 
Much of the stock would not be seriously 
damaged. At the worst tie loss would 
not exceed $40,000, and in all probability 
it would not reach that sum. On the 
building the loss is estimated at $15,000. 
No accident policies were held on either 
building or stock. The cause of the ac- 
cident is not known yet, but it is most 
probable that it resulted from some de- 
fect in the central pillars of the base- 
ment. These were of wood, capped with 
iron. 

A close examination made to-day shows 
that buth walls are somewhat lower than 
the central uprights causing a trifling 
arch inthe lintels of each story. The 
position of the floors showed that they 
sagged towards the center, which con- 
firms the theory that the central sup- 
ports first gave way. The building was 
not stocked as heavily as usual and was 
supposed to be thoroughly safe. Further 
examinations will be made when the 
debris is cleared away. 

This morning Washington avenue was 
crowded with people watching the work 
of dismantling the rear portion of the 
building and the clearing away Of the 
wreck. With the crash last night a large 
stock of hunters’ supplies was precipitat- 
ed‘from the sixth floor. In this was’ @ 
large covey of decoy ducks, one of which 
found lodgement in its downward 
flizht on the sill of a window in the third 
story. Fiom its perch at this digzy 
heixht the decoy duck, begrimed, but $e- 
cure, swayed serenely on the window-sill, 
overlooking the crowd and she scenes, ol 
the wreck. The force of employes in this 
portion of the building ranses from 
twenty to ninety, and it was singularly 
fortunate that the building did not fall 
while the egtablishment was oped,

Two of 
the bombs were made of gas-pipe; they 
were about eight inches long. The third 
bomb was round, made of lead and had a 
bolt running through it. The bombs and 
fuse were found in front of the witness’ 
house. No. 87 Siegel street. On cross- 
examination the witness said the house 
was about a mile and a half distant from 
the Haymarket, and that from the appear- 
ance of the earth near by the bombs 
must have been abandoned by some one 
who threw them cown ina hurry.

Fielden. He saw him on the lake front 
last fall and heard him address a crowd 
there. In the course of his speech 
Fielden said the workingmen were justi- 
tied in obtaining that which was theirs 
and which was withheld from them by 
the rich. He said equality of possession 
was what was wanted, und that to obtain 
this the laborers were justitied in using 
force, There were 200 or 800 persous in 
the crowd. 


William M. Knox, a reporter, was the 
next witness. He saw Spies, Schwab 
and Fielden on the night of May 6, and 
interviewed Spics at the police head- 
quarters that evening in the presence, 
part of the time, of Detective Bontield. 
Spies, after recounting his personal his- 
tory, asked the witness what the coroner’s 
jury had done. He was told they held 
tom without bail on the charge of mur- 
der. Spies expressed surprise at this, 
saying he did not know how they could 
do that. He said he ditin’t want to go to 
the Haymarket. He told it to Schwab, 
and that finally when he got 
there he made ai quieting speech. 
He said he did not know where the 
“Revenze’”? circular was _ printed. 
As soon as the explosion took place he 
went to Zepp’s Hall and there met Mrs. 
Varsons, who was waiting for her hus- 
Land. Spies said he was standing on 
the wagon a moment or two before the 
bomb went off. Some one, he thought 
it was Wm. Liechner, told him to get off 
the wagon. Spies also said that he had 
some bombs and a quantity of fuse in 
his office, but he kept them there solely 
to show them to reporters, 

The witness (Knox) testified that Spies 
declared in this interview that he nad 
not intended to goto the Haymarket, 
and only did so as an after thought. 
Spies claimed td have been surprised 
when the bomb was thrown. 

John Ashenbruner, assistant foreman 
of the Arbeiter Zeitung office, was at his 
‘ostat five o’clock on the evening of 
Mav 8, and saw some men set up the 
Revenge” circular, The witness he!ped 
make up the form, It was set up in two 
different galleys—one in English, the 
other in German, After locking the 
iorm, the witness went home. On the 
morning of May 5, the witness saw a re- 
volver and a belt belonging to the Lehr 
ind Wehr Verein in Fischer’s drawer on 
the fourth floor. He told Fischer to take 
ihem away. Fisher put the belt about 
i.is waist, the revolver in his pocket and 
was going down stairs when a detective 
arrested him. : 

George Munn, atype setter, set upa 
portion of the ‘*Revenge’’ circular in the 
Arbeiter office. About twelve men in all 
worked on the circular. 

Mrs. Johanna Sullivan, of No. 37 Sigel 
street, found two picces of gas-pipe filled 
with dynamite near her house, which she 
eave to Mr. Miller, the first witness this 
morning. 

W. C. Smith, a newspaper reporter, saw 
Y.inge, Engel and Fischer at Grief’s hall, 
No. 54 West Lake street, May 1, 2, 3 and 
$. The witness was at the hall all Mon- 
day and saw the “Revenge” circular 
ubout six o’clock that evening. Tie cir- 
culars were brought by aman on horse- 
back. The basement of Grief’s saloon 
was lighted, but when the witness at- 
iempted to enter he was ordered away. 

The court then adjourned until 2 p. m. 

Intense excitement was caused about 
the court-room in the a.ternoon by a re- 
port that the innermost councils of the 
Anarchists were to be revealed through 
some mysterious agency. Just what the 
methods that had been employed were 
was not known, but it was rumored that 
six of Pinkerton’s best men had been for 
months in active communication with 
the leaders of the Anarchists as members 
of their order. The calling of a Pinker- 
ton detective was believed to be the be- 
ginning of the revelation to which the 
other startling evidence was only a pre- 
Jude. Profoand attention wss given as 
the witness commenced his testimony. 
A few moments had previously been 
consumed in taking the evidence of 
R. S. Barnum, August Goerke anid 
Richard Reichel. The first proved that 
an advertisement in Pursons’ hand- 
writing was published by an evening 
paper May 4, calling an ‘* Important 
meeting of the American group at 7:30 
p. m.” The time set was about three 
hours prior to the throwing ot the bomb. 
Goerke and Reichel, who were empioyes 
of the ArbeiterZ« «ing, testified in effect 
that Spies wrote the ‘‘Revenge”’ circular 
and caused it to be printed. This 
circular was the call forthe meeting at 
the Haymarket. 

A sensation was here ¢reated among 
the Anarchists by the appearance in the 
witness Dox of Andrew C. Johnson, one 
of the Piukerton detectives. Spies re- 
zarded him with an expression of sur- 
grise aud alarm, and jmmediately began 











an earnest conversation with his attor- 
neys. 

The witness began -his. testimony by 
stating that he was a member. of the 
American branch of the. International 
Workingmen’s Union and belonged to 
the armed section of that force. Contin- 
uing, Detective Jonhson said that he had 
joined this organization fér the purpose 
of finding out their objects and taking 
secret notes of their proceedings. He 
attended all the ‘meetings of the anion 
from February 22, 1885, to* January, 
1886. He took written reports of the 
meetings and turned them over to W. A. 
Pinkerton, superintendent of ‘the detec- 
tive agency. The witness stated he had 
since learned that other Pinkerton men 
had been detailed on the same service. 
His own attendance at the meetings of 
the armed section was confined to two 
occasions. At a meeting of the American 
group, the date of which was given by 
the witness Fisher, one of the defend- 
ants introduced a resoiution denouncing 
a man named Wright, who it was alleged 
had escaped punishment due for some 
crime, by means of his hign standing in 
society. Spies opposed the resolution say- 
ing: ‘What is the use of passing reso- 
lutions?... Now. is...an..opportanity for 
some of our young men to go and shoot 
Wright.” At anotlier meeting, April 1, 
Spies, ina similar manner, advised the 
shooting of a “polite” sergeant who had 
been tried upon a serious chargey:but nc- 
quitted on the testimony of brother offi- 
cers. Asa further example of how the 
leading Anarchists were continuously 
seizing upon every incident engaging 
public attention and urging subordinate 
members to. make it the occasion of some 
startling actof violince, the witness ree 
lated that Fielden, referring to the new 
Board of Trade building, satd at one of 
the meetings: ‘*What. a splendid oppor- 
tunity there would be for some bold fel- 
low, next Tuesday evening, to make the 
capitalists tremble by blowing up the 
building and all there is ia it.” 


Witness then took each separrte meet 
ing of the American group:of the Inter- 
national Working People’s Association 
between February : 22, 1885, and January 
22, 1886, mentioned the date specifically 
and proceeded by refereuce to memo- 
randa to detail exactly when, where, how 
often and under what circamstances each 
of the defendants had advocated attacks 
on the militia and police, and particularly 
the use of dynamite. Incidentally De- 
tective Johnson told how Parsons, in a 
certain speech, had said: “I lived 
on snowballs all last winter, but by — I 
won’t do it this winter.”? At the nar- 
ration of this sally of her husband 
Mrs.. Parsons laughed till the tears ran 
down her cheeks, and then oxtentatious- 
ly wiped her eyes with a flaming scarlet 
handkerchief. The alarm that had mani- 
fested itself among the eight defend:nts 
upon the first appearance of the detective 


_on the stand, had by this time somewhat 


subsided, It had entirely disappeared at 
the end of the line at which Lingg and 
Engel, who knew little English, were 
stutioned. Bevond the latter grizzly- 
looking Anarchist sat his pretty seven- 
ven-year-old daughter. ‘She leaned her 
arm on one arm of her father’s chair, up- 
on the opposite arm of which rested the 
elbow of youthful, good-looking Louis 
Lingg. The old man sat bolt upright be- 
tween them apparently lost in thought, 
while the two young people chatted 
and Janughed to their hearts’ content, 
Even Lingg, however, grew serious again 
when the detective began to recount his 
experience ata meeting of the arm-d 
section held August 24 at 54 West Lake 
sireet. Twenty or twenty-five men were 
present and two women. A man armed 
with a long sword, dressed ia blue blouse 
and wearing a slouched, hat ordered ail 
to fallin. Whoever wished to join the 
company were told to step to the front, 
The detective and two others stepped 
forward. Upon the Captain’s demand- 
ing that each should be vouched for by 
some member of the company, the de- 
tective was for a moment at a loss how 
to proceed. To his great relief Parsons 
volunteered to be his sponsor. 

At this evidence every man. among the 
defendants turned ingoirinzly toward 
Parsons. That individual was evidently 
nouplussed. 

The company, witness continued, 
drilled for three-quarters of an hour in 
the regular manual. A man then came 
in with two tin boxes, which he placed 
on the table. The drillmagster invited all 


up to examine the latest improved 
dynamite bombs. They were carefully 
examined by all the members. At a@sub- 


sequent meeting of this portion of the 
armed section, which was known as the 
International Rifles, or American Group, 
Parsons was elected lieutenant. The 
question of arms was discussed. 
He said: ‘Look here, boys, why 
cannot we make a raid on the First Regi- 
ment Armory. Only twoor three men 
are on guard.’? The idea was generally 
favored, but it was finally decided to put 
the matter offfor a tame. In ease of a con- 
flict with the authorities the Internation- 
al Rifles were to act in concert with the 
Lebrand Wehr Verein. The first of May 
was specifically mentioned as the most 
available oppurtunity for bringing} about 
the ‘‘soclal revolution.” ‘The first of 
May,’ Fielden had sad, ‘‘will be a grand 
time to strike thesblow. There will be 
fifty thousand men out of employment.” 

The witness related significant confi- 
dential talk, giving place, date and hour. 
which he had overheard between Fielden 
and Spies. .Frequently during this testi- 
mony Spies started-in blank surprise, not 
so much apparently at the utterances laid 


before the jury as the closeness sith 
which he had been shadowed by the cle- 


tectives, whom it was evident had been 
at his elbow in the most totally unexpect- 
ed places. 

Nearly one-third of the afternoon was 
given to the cross-examiuation: of Detec- 
tive Johnson and it was then announced 
that the lawyersfor the defense would 
bezin. Monday morning» with further 
questioning “to ascertain whether this 
witness should be depended on.” It 
was evident that the defense, anticipating 
equally definite and much, more damag- 
ing téstimony from detective sources, had 
determined epon'a supreme effert to clis- 
credit itin advance by every device in 
their power before the introduction of 
the detectives who relieved Johnson and 
remained during the then rapidly ap- 
proaching Crisis as spies in the camp of 
tae Anarchjsts,

“Of course, the weather-beaten old 
practitioner did not wish to be under- 
stood as imagining that the tidal move- 
ment itself is in any way concerned in 
this tendency to fatality. Nor was he 
in possession of any definite theory, his 
own, or generally accepted by the pro- 
fession, of the cause or causes to whose 
agency the observed fatality of ebb-tide 
is due. 

“St is simply a fact of my experi- 
encé,”’ he said, “that patients die at 
ebb tide; and that the remaining hours 
of the day are hours of comparative 
immunity from. death, except by acci- 
dent.. The tower of Siloam is liable to 
fall'gt any hour of the day, high tide 
= eh One fact I may give you that 
possibly bears upon the scientific solu- 
tion of the question; and that is that 
the barometrical pressure varies 
rhythmically with the ebb and flow of 
the tide. But -the relation of the two 

henomena is as yet undetermined. 
ndeed, I am not sure that any observer 
but myself has noticed its existence.” 

By way of ilfustrating his subject, 
the old doctor went on to tell a story 
in some particulars parallel to that of 
Barkis. This young man was very 
skeptical as to the basis in fact of the 
ancient notion, and so addressed him- 
selrt for three years to the verification 
of the alleged relation, by ascertaining 
the hour and minute of every death 
that came under his notice, and con-

ARTIFICIAL FERTILIZERS. 


An Epitome of the Fertilizing Question 
Made by a Competent Authority. 

Prof. Caldwell, of Cornell University, 
delivered an address before the Massa 
chusetts Horticultural Socicty, which 
is summarized as follows: 

1. That if enough of the needed ele- 
ments of food of the gardener’s or hor- 
ticulturist’s crops can not be obtained 
in stable manure or other animal 
waste, it can be procured in the trade 
ia unlimited quantity, and in every de- 
hi of availability depending on dif- 

erent grades of solubility. and in the 
greatest variety of mixtures, to suit any 
whim or fancy of crop growers. 

2. That profitable crop-growing can 
be carried on for at least; many years 
with these commercial fertilizers alone. 

3. That the most evident distinction 
between stable manure.and commercial 
fertilizers, and the distinction upon 
which we should therefore base an ex- 
planation of the greater reliability of 
the former, is its proportion of veget- 
able matter, of which commercial fer- 
tilizers contain practically none. 

4. That soil contains in a difficultly 

soluble condition, and therefore not 
easily fed upon by the crop, all the 
needed elements of plant food. 
5. That humus, by the decay it suf- 
fers in the soil, furnishes carbonic acid 
and other solvent agents, and this car- 
bonic acid appears to play an impor- 
tant part in the nourishment of crops, 
by bringing this native insoluble stock 
of plant food within their easy reach. 

6. That even if we add water-soluble 
poor food on the soil, it becomes 

argely insoluble before the crop can 
feed upon it; therefore soluble plant 
food added to the soil in commercial 
fertilizers also needs the help of the 
humus finally for its solution. 

7. That plant food in most animal 
and vegetable residues used in manures, 
costs much less than in commercial 
manure. 

8. That in spite of the disadvantages 
that under some conditions attend the 
use of commercial fertilizers, they are, 
nevertheless, a very important and 
necessary help in crop growing. 

9. Thatin using these fertilizers the 
wisest course appears to be to make 
one’s own mixtures of the raw material, 
as well as securing a better manure as 
for economy in the first cost. 

The foregoing is an epitome of the 
fertilizer question, made by a compe- 
tent authority. In reproducing it, we 
would emphasize the seventh point, and 
would aia that in our opinion, there 
must be either a markedincreasein the 
price of agricultural products, or a 
marked decrease in the price asked for 
commercial fertilizers, before the 
farmer of Ohio and westward can af- 
ford to use them in ordinary crop pro- 
duction. There is no doubt that an ar- 
tificial fertilizer may be made that 
will produce as large crops as stable 
manure, but at present prices the cost 
of such a fertilizer is generally greater 
than the value of the increased produce 
resulting from its use.—Farm and Fire- 
ride. 
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SUMMER SILKS. 


A Pretty Model of a Stylish, Gray-Blue 
Louisine Dress. 


The old-time summer silks are being 
used again in stripes, checks, bars and 
blocks, and these may be either the 
smooth lustrous surfaces, the twilled 
surahs or the basket-woven Louisines. 
The entire dress may be of one mate- 
rial, but this is often improved by add- 


ing touches of a contrasting color in 
the vest, the revers, collar and cuffs, 
while the skirt is prettily adorned by a 
sash, and, instead of flounces, one or 
two rows of scallops of a contrasting 
color are added at the foot. In such 
dresses the effect of a full skirt is 
given, flounces are avoided, and above 
the full skirt there is a very bouffant 
drapery. A pretty model of such a 
dress is of Louisine, gray-blue with 
cross-bars of red about a fourth of an 
inch apart, and all the accessories of 
sash, scallops, revers, etc., are of 

lain red surah the shade of that in the 

cuisine. Although this dress appears 
to have a full round skirt, it is never- 
theless made on a gored foundation 
skirt of red silk, finished by silk foot- 
plaitings. This skirt is, however, con- 
cealed by another of the Louisine, con- 
sisting of four straight breadths, each 
about twenty-two inches wide, gath- 
ered to the belt to throw a great deal 
of fulness in the back, and cut out in 
scallops on the lower edge. These 
scallops when finished are four 
inches deep and very nearly two 
inches wide. In the spaces between 
the scallops eppeaip another ‘row of 
scallops of similar shape, made of red 
surah, and these are supported by 
the knife-plaitings on the foundation 
skirt. A deep apron over-skirt covers 
the front and sides, being caught up by 
the sash ends far back on the left side, 
and the back shews only the full gath- 
ered skirt just describ The drapery 
extends up the righ side high on the 
hips, completing the apron, and drops 
down in a point behind. The short 
basque has revers of red surah up each 
side of a white a that is 
placed across the t, plain at the 
throat, and laid in three diagonal folds 
on the chest. Such dresses are, simi-. 
larly carried out in white Chita silk 
with dull red velvet, in black surah 
with olive green surah, and in black 





and white striped silk with moir, either | 


white or black. Smooth silk in stripes 
of two shades of gray-blue or of dull 
red makes very effective dresses with 
cream white surah, or else with surah 
of the shade of one of the. stripes.—
